Monitors of the most up-to-date 
design will be used to keep a con- 
stant flow of information of the 
patients’ condition on the nurses’ 
desk. These monitors will auto- 
matically record readings of the 
patient's heart, giving a constant 
check as the machine montitors 
the heartbeat of the critically ill 
in the intensive care unit. 


Nurses in the intensive care unit 
will receive special training in the 
use of new procedures and equip- 
ment required in this nursing situa- 


tion. The Intensive Care Unit 
nurse will reduce the need for 
separate special duty nurses for

The emergency room receives ac- 
cidents and other patients who are 
brought in to receive emergency 
treatment. The treatment room 
will be fully equipped with oxygen, 
supplies, and other equipment 
readily available for treatment and 
diagnostic work of patients. 


HOSPITAL ATTENDANTS em- 
phasize that the emergency room 


į | Should be used for emergencies only 


and not by patients who might 
possibly be treated at the doctors’ 
offices during his regular office 
hours, 


Each patient who enters the e- 
mergency room should be treated 
by his own doctor whenever pos- 
sible. 

As patients are brought into the 
emergency area, it is determined if 
the patient has a local area doctor, 
and if so, their own doctor is called 
to administer treatment. If the 
patient is from out of the area, or 
if their own doctor is not available 
the staff doctor on call for the e- 
mergency room will be summoned 
to treat the patient, 


TREATMENT IN THE emerg- 
ency room varies from young child- 
ren who have swallowed toxic a- 
gents to severed veins, traffic and 
hunting accidents. 

Frequently, patients are treat- 
ed in the emergency room and re- 
leased, but should their condition 
or injuries so require, the hospital 
operating room is available or the 
patient may be admitted to the 
hospital for further treatment or 
diagnostic work. The emergency 
room is also equipped to serve as 
a second operating room if needed. 

All supplies needed in emergen- 
cy treatment will be stocked in 
this unit, and all supplies will be 
replaced as used. Equipment will 
be kept in readiness and the room 
quickly cleaned after each use. 
Clean linen will be placed on the 
treatment tables and instruments 
used in treatment of patients must 
be sterilized and the room made 
ready for the next patient.

Lola O'Driscoll and other members 
of the supervisory staff. Staff 
membe: om other divisions in 
the hospital will be called to assist 
should it be necessary.

Laboratory Is “Heart” of Diagn 


The modern, well-equipped lab- 
oratory at the Wasatch County 
Hospital is the “heart” of the diag- 
nostic center of the hospital, 

The laboratory department has 
the responsibility to perform, under 
the supervision of a consulting 
Pathologist, various chemical, mic- 
roscopic, bacteriological and other 
medical procedures used in the dia- 
nosis study and treatment of di- 
sease. 

A great deal of the work to be 
done in the Laboratory will be in 
hematology. These tests will be 
made routinely on each new pa- 
tient who enters the hospital, along 
with urinalysis and serology tests. 
These tests will be entered on the 
patient records in diagnosis and 
treatment. Additional tests will 
be made as ordered by the phy- 
sician.
